When the train pulled into Syracuse tho detectiies boarded it, and lo- 


cating the woman, who v.-as in her berth, woke her up and ordered her to 
dress. They then beuan to question ber. The train in the meantime had 
pulled out for Utica. where it was due at 2:31 this morning 


The detectives accompanied her on the train to Ttica. While the iden- 


tification was not posithe, it was sifficiently satisfactory for the police to 
act-and bold the woman until Chicago detectives can be brought on to es- 
tablish her identity beyond question. 


Laporte, Ind., May 9—After a care- 


ful and scientific examination of- the 
body now 
held by the coroner, and 


generally supposed to be that of Mrs. 
Belle Gunness. JDr Harry H. Long, of 
Laporte, today stated unqualifiedly 
that the burned corpse Tva% not thai 
of the Mistress of the Lapor*te "House 
of Horror." He said: 


"The body at the morgue is that of 


a rather plump 
woman, 
weighing 


about 
160 pounds. Mrs. 
Gunness 


weighed 
225 pounds. The arm of 


the body at the morgue is well form- 
ed and rounded. Mrs,. Gunness' arms 
•were not. 
The body is almost 
five 


inches shorter than the body of Mrs. 
Gunness would be under the same cir- 
cumstances 
The body is that of a re- 


cent victim, and it is not that of Mrs. 
Gunness. I am sure of that." 


Laporte, Ind., May 9—Two, possi- 


bly three, more victims were added to 
the Gunness enamel house list yester- 
day when the complete skeleton of a 
•woman and what appeared to be the 
hones of two additional 
bodies wl>re 


exhumed. 
Word also came from the 


Chicago officials that they have infor- 
mation that Mrs. Gunness is alive and 
also that an examination or the prem- 
ises she formerly occupied m Austin* 
is likely to disclose many additional 
murders. 


Dicovery of a blood covered ax and 


a trunK containing important letter-; 
that will shed light on the mystery or 
the Gunness murders followed the e>:^ 
Immation of the tenth body from ffte 
lime-filled murder farm that now oc- 
cupies the shocked attention of

The trunk, 
the porperty of

X.amphere, accused of the murder ol 
Mrs. Gunness and her three children, 
•was found in a barn at the "\Vheat- 
brook farm, near Springville, where 


he had been employed since February 
3, after his quarrel with Mrs_ Gun- 
ness. 


After learning of .the trunk seizure 


last night Attorney Worden, counsel 
for Lamphere, was refused admission 
to the jail. He thereupon announced 
that he would seek his client's release 
on a writ of habeas corpus. 


In the trunk wore letters written 


to the prisoner by Mrs. Gunness en- 
treating him to return 10 the murder 
mansion. In one of tbe letters, which 
are being examined 
by Prosecuting 


Attorney Smith, Sheriff Smutzer and 
Chicago detectives, 
was 
this para- 


graph: 


•'Come back to me. You must come 


back. You may bring your new sweet- 
heart with you, provided 
she 


money enough." 


Many other letters were 
found, 


which the prosecuting attorney prom- 
ised to make public-. 
In the trunk 


were found a numoer 
of women's 


gold rings, some 
of them jeweled. 


Whether any of them were the prop- 
erty of Mrs. Guuness or of possibly 
women victims of tho murder farm 
slaughters is a question for the au- 
thoritie to determine.

Senators Have Not Decided as Yet 


to Make Letters Public But 


May Do So Later. 


"Washington, May 9—Three mem- 


bprs of the United States Senate have 


received letters from President Theo- 
dore Roosevelt within the last few 
days, declaring his supremacy as com- 
mander in chief in all 
matters re- 


ferring to the control of the army and 
navy. Two letters have created 
in- 


tense feeling in the Senate, and it is 
not unlikely that they will precipitate 
a conference of Republican members. 
The letters, in every case, are in de- 
fense o£ his course 
in discharging 


without honor the negro soldiers said 
to have been guilty of shooting up the- 
town of Brownsville, Tex., 
and his 


action in banishing Colonel "Williams 
F. Stewart to an abandoned military 
post in a desert section of Arizona. 


The third letter came Friday 
to 


Senator Stewart of Vermont. A ffew 
days ago, during the debate of the 
Brownsville 
case, Senator Stewart 


asked a question indicating that Jie- 
had doubt. as to the wisdom of~ex- 
tending to the President the power of 
passing on the innocence or guilt of 
ex-soldiers 
applying for reinstate-- 


ment, in view of the fact that it ap- 
peared the President still believes att 
of the negroes to hare "Been guilty of 
complicity in the affray. 


The senator was surprised to re- 


ceive from the 
President 
a. letter 


bearing on both the Colonel Stewart 
and the Brownsville cases. A"ttach«? 
to the communication were letters to- 
Senators Raynor and William Aldea 
Smith, the one to Mr. Raynor assert- 
ing chiefly the President's right 
as 


commander in chief to deal with ate 
officer in such manner as he pleased, 
while the one to Mr. Smith was eon.' 
fined to the Brownsville affair, and 
reiterated the President's belief that 
he had dealt with the case as condi- 
tions demanded.

The President went further still to 


his letter to Senator Stewart in ad- 
dition to repeating much that he hafi 
said to the other senators. 
He de- 


clared that Senator Stewart, from the 
Question he asked in the debate£ap- 
peared to be 
proceeding 
under 
a. 


misapprehension of the duties of the 
President of the United States in con- 
nection with the army and navy. 
ffy. 


quoted the law as he understood if, 
and denied that he was under any ob- 
ligation to give to the discharged ne- 
gro soldiers, or Colonel Stewart, anr 
court of inquiry. Several paragraphs 
were devoted to a discussion of CoL 
Stewart's case and the fault of his 
which has put them in disrepute in 
army circles. 


After this discussion the President 


wrote that in every community there 
is found maudlin sympathy with mur- 
derers ind the Thaw case in 
New- 


York is cited by him as an example. 


Xon<? of the senators who have re- 


ceived letters from the "White H'onse 
have decided whether they will make 
them public. All have been asked to 
do so. 
Senator Smith

declined on the ground that it would 
be improper, and Senator Raynor is 
preparing to use the letter to'him in 
a speech which he will make to the 
Senate denouncing the action of the-

Fort Grant, Ariz. 


Semtor Raynor showed to several

•Wirt was nominated for president and Amos Ellmaker for vice pres- 
ident. The National Republicans met in national convention at Bal- 
timore Dec. 12, 1S31, and nominated Henry Clay for president and 
John Sergeant for vice president. The Democrats first met in national 
convention at Baltimore May 21, 1S32, where Van Buren was nom- 
inated for> vice president". 
Jackson was so unanimously accepted as 


the candidate for re-election that only a resolution was passed de- 
claring that the convention "cordially concurred in the repeated nom- 
inatipns that General Jackson had received in various parts of the 
country for re-election as president."

BIG SPECULATION IN COINS. 


Mottoless Gold Money Kept From Cir- 


culation In Hope of Premium. 


A new form of speculation has de- 


veloped at Washington and in other 
parts of the country. The speculators 
are interested in the fate of the bill 
restoring to the St Gaudens twenty 
dollar gold piece the motto "In God 
We Trust" and are withholding from 
circulation an immense 
amount of 


gold coin, which, treasury officials say, 
Is having an effect on banking flrms. 


Persons informed on the subject as- 


sert that when the bill to restore the 
motto to coins •was introduced in the 
house bank clerks and other knowing 
ones promptly began to convert their 
ready money into the gold pieces in 
the expectation that a premium •vvould 
be placed on them by collectors. 


Introduction of the bill caused a run 


on the treasury department, and the 
coin went to a premium of about §2. 
When the bill passed the house the 
premium went higher. The bill is now 
before the senate committee on the 
judiciary. 


Se\ eral of the pieces sold for ?30 in 


Washington a few days ago, and it is 
said that one of the speculators, a 
Chinese merchant, has several thou- 
sand dollars invested in the coins.

Danish Inventor Claims He Can Set 


3,000 Words an Hour. 


That be has already perfected an In- 


vention by which he can set type in an 
ordinary linotype machine in Paris by 
\vireless \raves thrown from London 
was the surprising statement made at 
the Hotel Cecil in London the other 
night by Hans Knudsen, the Danish 
inventor, famous for his achievements 
with liquid air, after giving the first 
public demonstration of long distance 
wireless photography. 


"I shall publicly demonstrate my 


new 
wireless typesetting 
invention 


within a few wcuks," said Mr. Knud- 
sen to a London correspondent of the 
Xew York Tinier. "I have already had 
the first machine constructed, and it 
has proved successful, setting 3,000 
words an hour at a distance, just as if 
the operator wore working the ma- 
chine. The time is not far distant when 
with niy invention the London corre- 
spondents of thi' Xcw York newspa- 
pers will be able to send their news 
straight to the printing press through 
the Marconi operator."

of wireless photography Mr. Knudsen 
pent phitoTrnph* of the king and queen 
of Knglnnd :;ml the kniser from one 
room in the liot^i through the wall into 
another without wirns, the pictures 
proving lecogmznhle.

Review of Work Accomplished at the Legislative 


Session—Eight Millions Appropriated. 


Two Investigations Financed. 


During the session of the legisla- 


ture some very Important legislation 
•was enacted. 
Of the C85 bills orig- 


inating In the house 188 were passed, 
and of the 334 hills originating in the 
senate 90 were passed. The resolution, 
to abolish the uniform rule of taxation 
•was the only constitutional 
amend- 


ment adopted at this session, and it 
•will be submitted to the voters at the 
November election this year 
along 


with two amendments adopted at the 
session two years ago. The initiative 
and referendum resolution was finally 
lost through a deadlock ot the confer- 
ence committee on amendments made 
by the house after the resolution was 
adopted by the senate where it orig- 
inated. 
.The appropriations for 
all 


purposes will amount to about $S,000,- 
000 in round numbers, which ;ncludes 
?3G.OOO for each of the Cincinnati and 
Cleveland investigations.
